For t*c present, our policy towerd Chine stovld be according to 
our forcign policy defined on 7 August 1936. It is es follows:

(1) Our Policy Toverd Nort China. 


Tre rein purpose of our rolicy towerd Nort* China is to 

meke tre ereé enti-cormunistie end to meke it friendly to 
Japan end » anchuluo end to secvre netionel defense meteriels 
for Jenen es well as to better its trensportation fecilities 
so tret our netionel defense egainst Soviet Russia's inva- 
sion ney be perfect and t*e coorcretion and mutuel essis- 
tance of Jepen, i anchukuo end Chine ray be securec. It is 
to be learned tet te erce to be trrncd friencly toward 
Japen, China end i cne*uluo consists of 5 provinces in tte 
northern pert of Cina. 


Yovever, it is not e wise policy for Janan to try to extend 
our power or to try to gein adrinistretion in a *urry 

since suck e policy will surcly ceuse more trouble wit out 
ecticving tse very object. ‘le mav sey tket it would be 
detrircntal to our ciplorecy towerd Soviet Russia. We 
sould ret*er devote ourselves to gein edrinistration over

July 23, 1937, an agreement was r2ached between the 
Chief of East Asia Buroau of the Foreirn Ministry, the Chief 
or the lilitary Affairs Bureau of the Wur Ministry and the 
Chief of the Naval Affairs Bureau of the Navel Ministry to 
make efforts to save the situation by the following measures: 


1. As long as there is no big change in the situation, 
we stick to our policy of settling the incident on the spot 
and of non-expanding the incident, and stop further sending 
or troops. 


2. To voluntarily and speedily evacuate our reinforced 
troops out of the Creat “all when we see for sure the pos= 
sible conclusion of a local agreoment and feel safe, 


Remark: We consider we can be sure of the possible 
carrying out of the local agreement when 
the forces of FENG Chihean have completely 
been moved to Paoting.
